Members of the raiding party 
said letters were found in a safe 
indicating that the camp was con- 
ducted under instructions from 
Russia. 

Those arrested were said to have 
been heads of the . camp. The 
children were returned to their 
homes, most of them living.in De- 


troit.

JUDGE RULES U. S. DRY ACT 
I$ IN EFFECT IN CANAL ZONE 


Holds Ships Leaving Colon With 
Iiquor Break Law; Those Pass- 
ing Through Not Affected.

CRISTOBAL, Canal Zone, Aug. 


30.—Prohibition was held by Dis- 
trict Judge James J. Lenihan to- 
day to be in effect in the Canal 
Zone just as in the United Siates. 

All ships that leave Colon car- 
rying liquor are considered in the 
Judge’s decision to be violating the 
United States law. This ts not ap- 
plicable to ships merely passing 
through the Canal. 

In a written opinion Judge Leni- 
han ruled that under Article 3 of 
the treaty with Panama the United 
States “enjoys the rights of sover- 
eignty in and over the lands and 
waters of the Canal Zone to the 
exclusion of the exercise by the 
Republic of Panama: of any such 
sovereign rights, power or author- 
ity.”

His request was made with 
a view to improving employment 
ccnditions and was similar to a de- 
cision to speed uy, flood control 
work made at a conference at his 
lodge near here last weck. 

With Ferry K. Heath, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, and 
John W. Philp, Assistant Postmas- 
ter-General, who are in charge of 
building projects in their respec- 
tive departments, Mr. Hoover dis- 
cussed the status of the $678,000,- 
000 10-year program pbegun two 
years ago and found ft could be 
hastened considerably by eliminat- 
ing red tape. 


Calls for Short Cuts, 

Althought the Government is far 
ahead of the $47,000,000 original 
annual expenditure planned for 
construction in and out of the na- 
tional capital, Mr. Hoover was un- 
derstood to have informed the two 
officials to take as many short cuts 
as possible. By such action ° he 
hopes the Federal Government will 
set an example for states, munici- 
palities and individual builders to 
follow. 

Mr. Hoover als» made it plain 
that extensive leasing of buildings 
throughout the country by the 
Government has been and _. will 
continue to be regarded by him as 
a waste of public money. To put 
the Government in its own quar- 
ters as far as possible was said to 
b2 one of his chief ambitions. 

In line with this policy, it was 
said, the Postoffice Department is 
terminating leases throughout the 
country as rapidly as possible and 
is looking for its own quarters. No 
new leases will be entered into. 
New projects are under way in 
the capital contemplating an addi- 
tional expenditure this year of 
$60,000,000, the President was 
told. Already $50,000,000 has been 
expended in the capital in 1930. 

$30,000,000 in Buildings. 

A total of $30,000,000 is involved 
in building work outside of Wash- 
ington. This, it was said, is three 
times the normal expenditure 
planned under the 10-year program 
for the pericd covered in the con- 
tract. 

Out of a total of more than 500 
buildings in as many cities and 
towns embraced in the 10-year pro- 
gram, 84 are completed, 78 are in 
course of construction, 77 or more 
sites have been acquired with 
building designs adopted but no 
contracts let, and 45 sites chosen 
with designs yet to be approved. 

The whole program is divided 
into two parts, with $363,000,000 
contemplated for outside. and 
$310,000,000 within the national 
capital,

jLONDON HEAT WAVE-CAUSES 


EIGHT DEATHS IN A DAY 


While Temperature Is Lower Than 
Day Before, Humidity Is 
Increased.

LONDON, Aug, 30.—Eight per- 
sons died today from England's 
storm-proof heat wave, which 
ccntinued with high humidity des- 
pite heavy stofms in the North 
and cooler breezes in the South 
yesterday and during the night. 

The highest temperature in 
London today was 81 degrees, 13 
lower than vyesterday’s highest 
reading, but the increase in humid- 
ity more than counterbalanced the 
drop in the thermometer. 

Eighty-one degrees in London is 
in any case considerably more hu- 
mid and unpleasant than the same 
temperature on the other side. of 
the Atlantic. Indications are that 
the heat wave will continue over 
the week-end.

Succumbs Suddenly to 

Heart Attack at German

Aug. 30,—Major-General Henry T. 


Allen died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease today while visiting at one 


of. the summer cottages of the 
German Embassy here. He was 
Stricken while standing on the 


porch viewing the scenery. Gen. 
Allen resided in Washington. He 
was 71 years old. 

As he collapsed, Gen. Allen fell 
from the veranda, which  over- 
Icoks a bluff, and fell about 15 
feet. Dr. H. C. Bridges of Blue 
Ride Summit, who was called, 
said, however, that the fall had 
nothing to do with the General's 
death, as he was undoubtedly dead 
before he fell from the porch. A 
blcod cloth in the heart, curbing 
circulation, was given as the cause 
of death. 

Gen. and Mrs, Allen were paying 
ar. afternoon call at the home of 
Dr. Rudolph Leitner, first secre- 
tary of the German Embassy and 
a close friend of .Allen. 
~ The body was taken to an un- 
dertaker’s parlor at Waynesboro, 
the nearest town, seven  mhilés 
away, 

Arrangements for the funeral of 
General Allen had not been made 
late today, but it was expected 
that the body would be sent to 
Washington and interred at Arling- 
ton. 
Two daughters survive besides 
his widow. One is Mrs. Frank M. 
Andrews of Washington, wife of 
Col. Frank M. Andrews of the 
United States Army and the other 
is .Mrs. Benjamin Viner at pres- 
ent traveling in Brazil. 
Commanded Army of Occupation 
in Germany. 
From start to finish of his army 
career, Gen. Allen took on con- 
stantly ascending responsibilities, 
culminating with one of the most 
delicate tasks ever undertaken by 
an American army officer, com- 
mand of the Army of Occupation 
in Germany after the armistice. 
He had been fitted fot the final 
major task of his life by contacts 
with men and conditions in many 
parts of the world. Born at 
Sharpsburg, Ky.,. April 13, 1859, 
he went from preparatory school 
to West Point. Soon after his 
graduation in 1882 he made an ex- 
cursion to Alaska as an explorer. 
Then, in rapid succession, his 
army assignments carried him to 
Russia, Germany, Cuba, and the 
Philippines, and into Mexico with 
Pershing’s punitive expedition. He 
went to France as a division com- 
mander, and tater was a corps 
chieftain in the A..E. F. Distin- 
guished service there during the 
World War won for him the honor 
of heading the American forces on 
the Rhine. 

Gen. Allen took part In the Toul 
sector, St. Mihiel and Meuse-Ar- 
gonne offensives, being assigned as 
commander of the Eighth Army 
Corps in November, 1918, of the 
Ninth Corps in April, 1919, and of 
the Seventh the following month. 
In July ne took over the command 
of the Rhine forces. He was dec- 
orated with the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal, the Croix de Guerre and 
other foreign orders. 

Gen. Allen’s ascendency in mil- 
tary ranks terminated only after 
1 years’ continuous service. He 
was retired at 64, after which he 
lived quietly in. Washington, de- 
voting a part of his time to writ- 
ing of his years of military adven- 
ture.

Authorities today obtained a con- 
fession from Mrs. Charles Fitz- 


maurice that she killed her hus- 
band, Greybull Postmaster, early 
last Sunday morning, after a quar- 
rel over other women. 

Thomas McKinney, County At- 
torney, said Mrs. Fitzmaurice ad- 
mitted firing two shots, carrying 
her husband’s body to an automo- 
bile and hauling it several miles 
outside the city, where she threw 
it in a clump of grass. The fol- 
lowing day the woman called at 
the postoffice to inquire about her 
husband, she told authorities, in 
order to avert suspicion. 

Fitzmaurice’s death was at first 
thought to have been a suicide, but 
it was discovered Fitzmaurice's 
shirt had been cut away where tke 
bullets entered his body, in order 
to remove evidence of owder 
burns, but burns were found on the 
man’s underclothing.

EARTISQUAKE IN LOS ANGELES

CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—Maj, John 
A. MacReady, noted air pilot, was 
severely injured when he lost con- 
trol of his plane while rounding a 
rylon at an estimated speed of 162 
miles an hour, and crashed, at the 
National Air Races today. 

A wing strut folded as MacReady 
turned the course in the first leg 
of the free-for-all speed event, ac- 
cording to witnesses. The ship 
spiraled for an instant, but by 
skillful maneuvering. the former 
army ace brought it to earth right 
side up. The plane struck with 
terrific force, bounded high into 
the air, and was demolished on the 
rebound. 

Maj. MacReady, holder of alti- 
tude and speed records, was takén 
fiom the wreckage unconscious 
and sent to an Evanston hospital, 


\where- his condition was reported 


serious but not grave. An exami- 
nation disclosed a fractured shoul- 
der, fractured nose, head and body 
bruises. X-ray photographs wil! 
be taken to determine the extent of 
his injuries, 

Maj. MacReady planned to fly in 
the Thompson Trophy race on La- 
bor day. In preparation for this 
he took his plane out early today 
to practice the pylon turns. His 
plane was said to be capable of 
more than 200 miles an hour. 

The accident occurred near a py- 
lon three miles from the airport 
and out of sight of the spectators 
in the stand. 

MacReady was the fourteenth 
‘person injured since the air meet 
opened eight days ago. There have 
been three fatalities.

24 COUNTRIES APPROVE 
ROOT WORLD COURT PROTOCOL 


This Covers American Reservations 
on Advisory Opinions Given 
by Tribunal. 

Per ae Mattar Wockd 
and Post-Dispatch.) 

GENEVA, Aug. 30.—Six more 
countries have decided to welcome 
the United States into a Permanent 
Court of International Justice, in 
accordance with the reservations 
on advisory opinions contained in 
the Root protocol, is is disclosed 
at headquarters of the League of 
Nations. 

They are Canada, Australia, Fin- 
land, Greece, Latvia and San Sal- 
vador. They had not only deposited 
their ratifications of the Root pro- 
tocol but also the ratifications of 
the protocol for the revision of the 
court's statutes. This action brings 
the total number of states that 
have weicomed the United States to 
24. 

Liberia, Belgium, Persia, Japan 
and Haiti, which have all complied 
with the League’s request to ratify 
before Sept. 1 the protocol for the 
revision of statutes, have showed 
no enthusiasm to approve the Root 
protocol. 

To date seven court members 
have ignored appeals from Sir Eric 
Drummond, secretary-general of 
the League, to tndicate their feel- 
ings toward the revision of statutes. 
They are France, Italy, Jugo-Slavia, 
Bulgaria, Chill, Esthonia and Ven- 
ezuela. 

Eight other countries ‘which 
have signed the statutes but have 
not ratified them—Bolivia, Colom- 
bia, San Domingo, Costa Rico, 
Guatemala, Nicaragua, Paraguay 
and Luxemburg—are ignoring the 
League's appeals. 


HURLEY PILOTS PLANE IN

Secretary of War Arrives at St. 
Paul to Start Tour Down

ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 30.—

How Nobel Aided His Arctic Flight 


Inventor of Dynamite Pledged Half of Needed 
' Sum and King Oscar and Others 
Quickly Made Up Balance.

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 30.—It ts 


recalled here that the chief finan- 


cial supporter of the Andree expe- 
dition to the North Pole was Al- 
fred Nobel, inventur of dy 
and donor of the annual 
prizes. 

' The two first met in’ 1887, An- 
dree related in the imtroductory 
chapters of a book he had intended 
to publish about the expedition 
when he returned. Andree was 
then chief examiner in the Royal 
Swedish Bureau of Patents in 
Stockholm and Nobel called to dis- 
cuss one of his inventions regard- 
ing the use of high explosives. 


bel 


“It gave us occasion for a lively 


debate about inventions and 
everything else between Heaven 
and earth,” wrote Andree. “The 
debate lasted three hours, during 
which we did our best to beat each 
other in original points of view 
and bold conclusions. I recall that 
when we separated, we had picked 
almost everything to pieces and 
had only very small atoms left to 
dispute about. But that, of course, 
was nothing to become unfriend- 
ly about, and we separated with 
hearty handclasps and mutual 
thanks for the pleasant acquaint- 
ance.” 

Met Again Eight Years Later. 

They did not meet again until 
eight years later, when Andree had 
already announced his plan to fly 
to the North Pole, and was seek- 
ing financial support. Nobel then 
made another call at the patent 
office and asked Andree if he re- 
membered him. He laughed heart- 


ily when Andree reminded him of} 


their dispute eight years before and 
announced his readiness to con- 
tinue where they had left off. 

But Nobel said he had come for 
other purposes; ‘to ask if he could 
contribute to the support of the 
Polar flight. On this point An- 
dree could assure him that there 
was plenty of room. He had been 
promised some money, but had ac- 
tually received none. He needed, 
he said, 128,700 crowns ($34,491). 
Nobel then said he would give 
“some suitable sum, say 20,000 
crowns.” 

“At this announcement,” An- 
dress wrote, “I lost my cue as sci- 
entific debater.” ~ 

Another 20,000 Promised, 

A week later Andree reappeared 
to find out how much had been 
contributed and was told another 
20,000 had been promised. “At 
that rate the balloon won't get to 
the Pole for a long time,” said No- 
bel, who then promised to give half 
of the required sum, or 65,000 
crowns, provided the other half 
was subscribed within two months 
—a condition intended to hasten 
other subscriptions. 

This changed the situation en- 
tirely, as far as finances were con- 
sidered, and made the project seem 
real instead of a vague idea. 

Andree then went to the Swedish 
King, Oscar II, and got another 
30,000. Next Baron Oscar Dickson 
of Gothenburg promised the re- 
raining 30,000 and in 19 days An- 
dree had obtained his capital, 
thanks to the intervention of No- 
bel. Not long afterward he began 
the journey that ended in his death. 


61 PCT. OF AUTOS SOLD ON 
INSTALLMENT PLAN IN 1929 


Less Than 4 Per Cent Forfeited 


} for Failure to Maintain Payments, 


Census Bureau Reports.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Of all 
passenger automobiles sold in 
1929, 61 per cent were purchased 
on the installment plan and  iess 
than 4 per cent were taken back 
by the seller for failure to main- 
tain payments. 

These figures, submitted to the 
Census Bureau by 425 automobile 
finance companies, showed the 
average deferred payment on each 
ear was $444.30. Installment-pur- 
chased cars numbered 3,478,373, 
ot which 1,820.435 were new and 
the rest secondhand. 

Analyzing i.e reports, the 
American Motorists’ Association 
found that purchases involving a 
one-third down payment resulted 
in only 2.8 per cent of reposses- 
sions, while payments of one-quar- 
ter resulted in 5.1 per cent of re- 
possessions. Five of every 1000 
car buyers attempted to escape 
their payments by absconding, the 
association reported.

coffee into Germany has become 
very profitable. One of the best 
organized coffee-running gangs was 
found by police and customs au- 
thorities in Hamburg, where the 
coffee was smuggled from ships in 
false-bottomed trucks. 

The motive for such coffee-smug- 
gling operations is Germany's im- 
port duty on coffee, 20 cents a 
pound unroasted and 35 cents a 
pound roasted. That makes cof- 
fee a costly drink. Coffee retailing 
at $1 a pound is fairly cheap here. 

Even the visiting American is 
mildly astonished when he notices 
how many places charge an even 
mark (24 cents) for a portion of 
coffee. It is possible to find it, 
too, as low as 6 cents a cup; but 
that usually brings up the question 
of whether the beverage 
really is coffee or an imitation.

A. D. Payne, Who Killed 
Wife With Bomb, Takes 
Own Life Same Way in 
Jail at Amarillo, Tex.

AMARILLO, Téx., Aug. 30.—aA, 
D. Payne, confessed wife-killer, 
waited to end his own life so that 
his children would have a chance 
to collect $10,600 in life insurance 
which would have been voided if 
he. had done so before Aug. 28. 
He killed himself in the county jail 
today with a dynamite bomb the 
means he us d to kill his wife. 

“T have waited until Aug. 29 so 
the children would receive the 
benefit of my insurance, which

Trip Leads Into. 


Grand Canyon of Jackson 
County Only Recently 
Made Accessible. 


By F. A. BEHYMER. 

The late summer, when, with 
good weather , dirt roads pro- 
vide not only feasible but plegs- 
ant driving, is the time for a one- 
day automobile trip to the scenic 


of Murphysboro, IL, where the II- 
linois Ozarks are at their best, and 
particularly to the Grand Canyon | 
of Jackson County, which is 
claimed to excell in geological | 
grandeur and botanica] interest | 
anything that can be found in the 
Missouri Ozarks. ® 

This canyon, a mile long and 400 
feet deep, has, @ manner of 
speaking, only recently been “dis- 
covered.” Hidden away in the hilis 
that border the Big Muddy, few of 
the residents of Murphysboro, even, 
have visited it and there hag not 
been until recently any attempt to 
bring it to the attention of the 
outside world. Now, however, the 
Murphysboro Chamber of Com- 
merce has marked the trail to it 
and is calling attention to it as 
the outstanding feature of a regioh 
that is rich in scenic attractions 


For one thing, it is only recently 
that Murphysboro has had com- 
plete and direct hard road connec- 
tion with St. Louis. It now has 
such connection by a combination 
of routes that reduces the distance 
to 90 miles and the driving time, 
because of open country and com- 
paratively light traffic, is consid- 
erably less than is usually required 
for $0 miles. 

The way from St. Louis is over 
the Municipal Bridge to Tenth 
street, in East St. Louis, turning 
right into either Bond avenue or 
State street, according to which of 
the cptional routes to Belleyille is 
preferred. ‘Ont of Belleville Route 
13.is followed through Freeburg, 
New Athens, Lenzburg and Marissa 
to junction with Route 152 between 
Marissa and Tilden, following 152 
te Finckneyville, picking up No. 
13 there again and following it 
through Pinckneyville and Ver- 
gennes to Murphysboro. 


Where Ulinois Ozarks Begin. 


The trip so far has been through 
level or gently undulating country. 
for Murphysboro lies on the north 
bank of the Big Muddy, where the 
Illinois Ozarks begin. 


It would be well, in Murphys- 
boro, to follow the trail markings 
as far as the courthouse and turn 
west in Walnut street, and stop at 
the Chamber of Commerce, on that 
corner, or at Clyde Wisely’s place 
of business at 1412 Wainut street. 
and inquire the way to Grand 
Canyon. This Clyde Wisely ig the 
unofficial guide to the Grand 
It is largely due to his 
interest and enthusiasm that the 
region has been brought to pub- 
lic notice. He is never happier than 
when directing strangers to the 
canyon cr heading exploring par- 
ties. 


In a general way the directions 
are to continue on Walnut street 
to the southern end of the. town. 


turn left and cross the Big Mud- 
dy and proceed out the Sandridge 
road to Poplar Ridge, turn west 
and go about two miles to Reeder’s 
Hill, a distance altogether of nine 
miles. It is dirt road most of the 
Way, narrow and crooked and hilly 
but présenting no hazards if ordi- 
nary care is observed at the sharp 
curves, and it is a ridge road, well 
drained, which dries quickly after 
an ordinary rain. It penetrates hill 
country of increasing ruggedness 
and picturesqueness as the canyon 
ia approached, although this is so 
completely hidden frém the high 
road that there is nothing to indi- 
cate its rearness. 

At Reeder’s hill, which cem- 
mands a view of the surrrounding 
country, a right turn is made into 
a side road which is passable only 
a few hundred feet to an aban- 
doned log house, where it is neces- 
sary to park and make the descent 
to the canyon on foot. Follow the 
abandoned road down hill to the 
creek and the path along the creek 
for leas than half a mile through 
the valley and one comes suddenly 
to a deepening cleft that is the be- 


A Difficult Descent. 
Right at the beginning ie the 
only difficulty in making the, de- 
scent. The walis there are so nar- 
row and steep that it has been nec- 
essary to cut steps and rig up &. 
wire on the edge of the declivity 
to safeguard against an ugly fall. 
Below this point the cleft widens’ 
and although there are steep de- 
scents and much clambering over 
rocks there is no lack of sure foot- 
ing. Very shortly the floor of th 
canyon, between widening walls,

Will Test Road With Iron Base 


y 


‘Curb to Be Made of Same Metal in Experiment 


on Illinois State Highway in Sangamon 
County, Near Springfield. 


Brick pavement with an iron 
base and iron curbing is to be laid 
experimentally on a 150-foot 
stretch of highway in Sangamon 
County. LIL, on the Grand avenue 
connection, near Springfield, with 
the Rochester road. The paving is 
designed by William H. Mosely, a 
manufacturer of Springfield, who 
has applied for a patent. 

The American Rolling Mills Co. 
of Middletown, O., is manufactur- 
ing the metal. ingot iron a fourth 
inch thick. The 
curb wil) Be laid on the leveled 
roadway. A mastic sand cushion 
will be placed over the plates. 
Brick will be laid on the sand with 
an asphaltic filler. 

Frank Sheets, State Highway en- 
gineer, said a careful check will be 
made on original costs and that a 
record will be kept on mainten- 
ance work. The .original cost is 
expected to be higher than the con- 
ventional pavements. Quantity 
production would give a competi- 
tive cost. Maintenance should be 
cheaper than for concrete. 

“Brick on a mastic cushion and 
with an elastic fliler, is the only 
one of the conventional road,mate- 
rials suitable for the experiment,” 
Mosely says. “We couldn't use 
concrete: the purpose of the steel 
base is to overcome the weakness 
of cement. The bituminous mate- 
rials are too, soft in hot weather 
or too brittle in cold. 

“I’m not a blind enthusiast for 
the steel highway. But I'nr thor- 
oughly convinced of ‘the inade- 
quacy of present materials and de- 
signs to meet the needs of ‘traf-

This south’ wall is unscalable for 
most of its length but there are 
iwo lateral gorges which may be 
traversed by hardy climbers, The 
face of the north wall for most of 
its length is more sloping and can 
be acaled. As the canyon nears 
the bank of the Big Muddy, how- 
ever, it widens considerably and 
the north wall is perpendicular and 
even higher than any part of the 
south wall, culminating in Swal- 
low Rock, which rises sheer 400 
feet. The south wall terminates in 
Chalk Biuff. so named becauge the 
frowning front that it presents to 
the Big Muddy is much whiter 
than the other bluffs. 

Uneven Rock Formations. 

There is everything but uni- 
formity in the reck formations. 
Around every promontory there are 
different structures to be found. At 
one point the wall is sheer and 
unbroken. At another it is broken 
up into al) sorts of fantastic whoris 
and convolutions. At another there 
are alternating with faces of rock, 


terraces of soil, one above another.

fic, with its ever increasing volume 
and speed. Possibly the road of 
the future will consist of a steel 
base with a coating of rubber com- 
position to cushion the blows of 
folling wheels, to furnish traction 
better than metal or the present 
common forms of hard rubber, and 
to prevent rust to the base. 

“The conventional materials 
have shown unsatisfactory weak- 
nesses. Concrete, in the stated 
standard -slabs or as base for as- 
phalt or brick surface, cracks with 
changes of temperature, explodes 
with excessive heat. and develops 
frost boils. Without the concrete 
base, brick and asphalt sag and rut. 
These are established facts that 
can be verified by the lay motorists 
by a 500-mile drive over any of our 
state highways three or four years 
old. 

“Highway engineers always have 
looked upon steel as a desirable 
pavement. foundation, but never 
have given the material a thorough 
test because of high cost and rust. 
However, much has been done in 
the iron industry lately to cut the 
costs and retard erosion. 

“There are several ways of treat- 
ing steel] to resist rust. One of the 
most common is by a coating of 
bituminous preparation such as ‘s 
used on the thousands of miles of 
transcontinental oil and gas pipe 
lines. Galvanized iron and ingot 
iron are among the other processed 
materials, Also the B. F. Goodrich 
Rubber Co. recently has perfected 
a method of welding rubber onto 
steel.”

Will Benefit St. Louisans ’

Circle Tour to St. Charles and Daniel Boone Country, 
Can Be Made Comfortably—Wide Region South 
of Missouri River Given Outlet to the 
Uncertain Ferry Is Replaced. : 


North as 


Opening of the new bridge across 
the Missouri River at Hermann 
last Friday makes the circle tour 
from St. Loujls to Hermann and 
pack through St. Charles possibie, 
regardless of conditions on the 
river. The scout car of the Automo- 
bile Club of Missouri has just gone 
over these roads and has found 
them in splendid condition. So 
there is no physical annoyance to 
detract: from the enjoyment of the 
interesting and beautiful country 
through which this trip takes one. 

There are two routes south of 
the river by which Hermann can 
be reached, each of which has its 
merits. One runs through Drake 
and thence north. The other goes 
through Washington, Mo. The road 
through Union and Drake to Her- 
mann traverses a region of pas- 
toral beauty. Gently rolling hills, 
dotted with cultivated fields and 
patches of woods, and with an oc- 
casional herd of cows grazing leis- 
urely on their slopes, stretch as 
far as the eye ean reach., Now and 
again the air is pungent with the 
slightly acrid odor of damp woods 
and dead leaves: another time 
there is the clean, bracing smell 
of lush green fields. There is 
never anyt robust and exciting 
about this scenery—it is unassum- 
ing and charming, and fts quiet 
simplicity cannot fail to endear it- 
self to one. This route runs over 
U. S §0 from 8t. Louis to Drake; 
then No. 19 to Hermann. There fs 
concrete to Union and gravel to 
Hermann. 

As one enters Hermann there is 
a high bluff with what appears to 
be a cloister extending along the 
edge and a church; looming up in 
pack of it. The City Hall is also 
located on top of a hill. This is a7 
pretty. substantial town. Once cel- 
ebrated for its excellent wines, it 
is now known for its mushrooms. 
Its spacious caves, accustomed for | 
sO many years to the heady bou- 
quet of fragrant vintages, are now 
redolent of mushrooms. 

The other route follows U. 8. 59 
to the intersection with No. 47 at 
a point 41 miles out of St. Louis, 
then No. 47 to Washington, then a 
gravel county road to Washington 
and on to Hermann. This county 
road is dusty and quite rough, but 
it Is 10 miles shorter’ than the 
smoother route through ‘ Drake. 
There is another feature that com- 
pensates for the roughness of this 
road, for it parallels the Missouri 
River and presents many stunning 
panoramas. While this route is 
not so good as the one through 
Drake it is more interesting scenic- 
ally. Washington is an attractively 
quaint place, and is famed through- 
out the country as the home of the 
“Missouri Meerschaum”™ and (for 
the manufacture of zithers. Com- 
pleting the circle, one can cross the 
bridge at Hermann and follow No. 


19, an all-weather road, for 16 


miles to the intersection with U. &. 
40, then into St. Louis on U. 8. 40. 

It one has hot exerienced the 
bother incident to getting to a fer- 
ry in times of low water, it will be 
difficult to realize the irritation of 
the writer when forced to use the 


ferry instead of the bridge. » Here 


was a most imposing bridge with a. 


fine straight concrete roadway that — 
was mightily inviting. But the. ° 


guard was large and inflexible in 
the discharge of his duty, so back 
and around for a drive to the fer- 


ry. But now the bridge is officially -- 


with its 20-foot concrete roadway, 
which stands 55 feet above the 
standard high water level and 163 
feet above the bottom of the piers. 
Last year’s floods on the Missouri 
River seriously curtailed work on 
the bridge and finally destroyed 
two piers, delaying completion a 
year and involving a loss of $200,- 
000. It was necessary to penetrate 
105 feet below the surface of the 
water before striking a solid rock 
foundation. ' 

The cost of construction was 
$1,068,000. No local capital le in- 
vested in the enterprise, which is 
owned by the Hermann Bridge Co., 
a subsidiary of the National Toll 
Bridge Co. of New York. The 
Chamber of Commerce of Hermann 
collected $1500 for the initial sur- 
vey, which amount was returned 
by the owners of the bridge. Local 
interests are represented by Judge 
R. A, Brever of Hermann, who 
was named by the County Court to 
be a member of the board of direc- 
tors of the Hermann Bridge Co. 
The bridge was designed by Sver- 
drug & Parcel of St. Louisa 

The tolls on the bridge are as 
follows: Any size pleasure vehicle 
with any number of passengers 
pays 60 cents one way, $1 round 
trip.

Work Under Way 
On Phillips’ Gasoline 
Pipeline to St. Louis. 


Progress at Rate of 10 Miles 
a Day Expected — 1000 
Men to Be Employed.. 


The Phillips Pipe Line Co. an- 
nounced that 51 miles of eight-inch 
pipe has been shipped them .and 
that construction work on its gase- 
line line was started at Borger, 
Tex., Aug. 4 and at Laverne, Ok., 
Aug. 1. This will be the first gaso- | 
line pipe line to St. Louis from the 
Mid-Continent Field. : 

Construction is complete from 
Borger to a point 10 miles north 
of the Canadian River and at 
Laverne, Ok., over 12 miles have 
been laid, and other crews ex- 
pected to be at work in a few days 
at Medicine Lodge and Wichita. 
Progress at.the rate of 10 miles a 
day is expected within two weeks, 
at which time over 1000 men will 
be employed. 

Elevations for all pump stations 
are complete from Borger to St. 
Louis, and at Borger construction 
has been started on four - storage 
tanks with a total capacity of 270.- 
000 barrels. Pump station equip- 
ment has been ordered consist- 
ing of 21 centrifugal pumps 
to be directly connected to gas 
engines by gear increasers. ‘The 
engines will use Butane as fuel, 
which will be pumped through the 
line without intermingling with the 
transportation of gasoline. 

A contract has been let for the 
telephone line which will parallel 
the pipe line and work will be in 
progress Sept. 1.

At Least Vladimir Golschmann, Who Will Conduct 
Symphony Here in January, Says it Is No Longer the 
Fashion to Write Big, Complicated Works—Wishes 
To Be Known as Exponent of Modern French Element.

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HEN Vladimir Golschmann comes to St. Louis next January to 
W asc four pairs of concerts given by the St. Louis Symphony 

Orchestra it will be his fifth musical venture in the United 
States even though he is still an unknown quantity to most of the 
country. 

Golschmann came first to America during the war. He was 
drafted by Messager, the French conductor who later went to Bos- 
ton for a short visit to play in the first violin section of the Paris 
Conservatoire Orchestra. This organization made a successful good- 
Will tour from coast to coast. 

Golschmann’s second visit was in 1922 when he was brought 
over as musical director of the Swedish ballet. He came again in 
1923 at the invitation of Walter Damrosch and made successful ap- 
pearances as conductor of the now disbanded New York Symphony 
Orchestra. He was invited to come again the next season but his first 


y concert did not go down very well with the critics for one reason or 


another and he was not included in the following year’s schedule 

igh it was understood that he was to come the year after. 

The dissolution of the New York Symphony put an end to his 
espirations in that direction. Since then he has _ prosecuted his 

eer in Europe, In additign to special concerts in Paris he has con- 
ducted in Stockholm, Glasgow and for the last three seasons has 
seen in charge of the summer concerts at Bilbao, Spain. 

Golschmann’s musical associations have been such as to leave 
With the public the impression that he is a special pleader for the 
ultra-modern French and Russian composers. He was the first.con- 
ductor to introduce Ravel's “‘La Valse” to the public and his interpre- 
tation of that important work is even now regarded as a model, He 
Was also entrusted with the first performances of a number of works 
by Honneger, Milhaud, Poulene and other modernist French com- 
posers,

UT whether it’s because he is a little older or because he was 
B misunderstood in the first place, Golschmann no longer wants 

to be known as an exponent of the modernist French element 
in music. His emotions could hardly be described as disillusionment 
for the reason that his interest in this music was always a product

any strong belief in its importance. 
Now he says frankly that there is nothing in contemporary com- 
sition which gives any evidence of being a lasting contribution to 
the world’s store of musical ideas. When I came on Goischmann in 
Paris last month just before he left for Bilbao he seemed more in- 
terested in Haydn than in Milhaud and confessed that reams upon 
Teams of modern scoring could be displaced in his consciousness by 
five bars of Schubert.

NEW YORK, Aug. 30. 

O—do not take alarm from the 
N title of this piece, and think 

that I am going to spin you a 
long sermon on prison reform, or 
ask you to give five minutes of your 
valuable time to a consideration of 
the tough breaks the boys get in 
the Big House, or urge you to join 
a society, each member of which 
promises to write, once a month, a 
nice, long, gossipy letter.to some 
poor fellow behind the bars. 


No, all that is for another time, 
when my deep concern for the 


poor criminal and my conviction . 


that we are all murderers at heart, 
etc., etc., can all have free play 
unimpeded by the spectacle of the 
New York drama. For the present 
it is the drama and not thestate 
of society that is on my mind, and 
what galls me until I cry for re- 
form is the treatment of the-crim- 
inal and the victim of crime by his 
arch enemy, the playwright, who 
causes one of them to kill the lat- 
ter long before we have had a 
chance to become better acquaint- 
ed and interested in the character 
of either of them. 

What makes crime interesting 
off stage, as anyone can tell me 
who reads his daily paper properly, 
is not only the circumstances of a 
crime, the mechanics, locality, mo- 
tive and technique of it, but the 
character of the victim and the 
murderer. 


HE better we get to know him, 

the more interested we. become 

through the details of his pri- 
vate life revealed to us in the pa- 
pers, the more likely are we to 
jump to the proper column on page 
one and read it through while our 
coffee cools tn the cup. The El- 
well case, for instance, while a 
beautiful crime in itself, was 10 
times more absorbing by reason of 
the fascinating details about Elwell 
which slowly came to light and 
built up in our minds a solid pic- 
ture of a real man. 


But the crime dramatists, bless 
them, are so much more interest- 
ed in the crime itself that they 
fail to enlist our interest in the 
characters whom it enmeshes. And 
that goes for the detective story 
writers as well, who would as soon 
as not strangle a complete nonenti- 
ty, a stuffed shirt, a puppet so long 
as the winding and unwinding of 
the crime itself seemed to them 
satisfactory. 


All wrong. By not caring suf- 
ficiently about the kind of people 
they are killing, the kind of peo- 
ple into whose hands they are put- 
ting guns and phials of poison, they 
handicap themselves and forfeit a 
large part of our possible atten- 
tion.

Moving Pictures Successfully Sent Through the 
Air and. Received on home Sets—Showing. of 
New Form of Amusement in Theaters Merely 
Question of Short Time—The Shuberts Going 
Into thé Movie Production Game.

OR a year or more this captious critic of the movies has been 

pointing out in these columns that television was on the way to 

offer a new form of amusement and now it is knocking at the 
door of the already sadly harassed theater—the legit as well as the 
movies. The first city wide public test of the new entertainment 
which I saw in Chicago during the past week was a rather crude 
affair. The images flickered and sometimes died out altogether 
but, all the same, moving pictures were sent through the air and 
picked up by not excessively expensive receiving sets at widely scat- 
tered points. So far television is a plaything. But the phonograph 
and the movies and the radio were only toys for a while and the 
advancement in sending action pictures—and then plays—through 
the air is certain to be rapid. . 

For the time being Chicago and nearby points will have a mon- 
opoly in the new field for there is only one radio-television station, 
that of the Chicago Daily News, broadcasting pictures and, so far, 
can send them successfully to sets but a few miles away. Other 
broadcasting stations will spring-up quickly enough. The Genera) 
Electric Co., according to report, is abottt to put a receiving set on 
the market and send out moving pictures far and wide. 

At first there will probably be no attempt to show these tele- 
vision movies in the theaters except where some enterprising cinema 
palace manager puts one in as a novelty act. The receiving sets 
will be sold for home use just as the radio sets are but the time 
is coming when plays will be produced in central studios and flashed 
to audiences in theaters everywhere. 

In the meantime, however, the home sets, when they come 
within the range of the average purchaser, will, like the midget golf 
course, keep a lot of people away from the show places.

- HARMSWORTH 


DETROIT, Aug. 30.—Gar Waod, 
guiding his newest speed boat crea- 
tion, Miss America IX, eAsily won 
the first heat of the Harmsworth 
Trophy race here tais afternoon, 
‘defeating the British challenger, 
Mfss Marion Barbara Carstairs, 
guiding her stelle IV. 

Estelle V., admittedly the faster 
of the two British boats, was forced 
out by engine trouble at the start 
of the third five-mile lap. 

George Wood, driving Miss 
America VIII, finisNed second, 
about half a mile behind Gar 
Wood. Miss Carstairs, who calm- 
ly stayed in the race although ‘badé- 
ly beaten after the fourth Map, 
crossed the firish line about three 
miles behind the American team. 

Gar Wood's average speeal for 
the 20 nautical miles was 75.177 
statute miles per hour. His fastest 
speed was in the third lap at 77.44 
statute miles per hour. 

Miss America VIII had an aver- 
age speed of 74.059 for the race 
and the Estelle [V averaged 70.117 
miles per hour. The Estelle VY, 
with Bert Hawker at the wheel, 
apparently was headed for a rec- 
ord when engine trouble overtook 
him at the start of the third lap. 
He had just covered the course at 
a speed of 78.547 miles per hour 
when forced out. 

The record for the Harmsworth 
is 79.467 miics per hour, made by 
Gar Wood last year. 

Col. Charles A. Lindbergh with 
Mrs. Lindbergh and his mother 
were among the spectators, being 
guests of William B. Mayo, chief 
engineer of the Ford Motor Co., on 
the latter’s yacht.

Just as Bert Hawker, driving Es- 
telle V, seemed about to overtake 
Wood, a broken feed line forced 
thim off the course. 

Wood covered the 30-nautical 
mile course at an average speed of 
75.177 statute miles an hour in 
winning today’s heat, 

The Miss America VIII, with 
George Wood at the wheel, fin- 
ished second about half a mile be- 
hind Miss America IX, and Estelle 
IV, driven by Miss Carstairs, was 
third.

dimensions of the emergency must 
be futile. In fact, unemployment 
is a world condition, and the meth- 
od’ of dealing with it is a univer- 
sal problem. 


Will it last long? There is the) 
usual turning on of the band ‘o' 
jazz optimistfe tunes in order to. 
keep up the spirits of the people. 
and to make them feel that all 
will soon be right. The clangor 
of hopeful paragraphs is designed 
to encourage the belief that the 
worst is over, and that the clouds 
will soon clear. I have noticed 
a distinct reluctance on the part 
of business men from the United 
States to admit that anything 
serious has happened. Some of 
them go so far as to say that the 
crash will have beneficial results 
and that henceforth trading will 
be placed on a sound basis. Mr. 
Ford seems to be taking this line, 
and he is no mean judge. I hesi- 
tate to controvert so high an au- 
thority, especially on a subject 
where he is necessarily much bet- 
ter informed than I am. 

But I cannot help remember- 
business men 
also passed through this phase. 
For a long time they were ex- 
tremely reluctant to own up to 
the depression. They resented 
any and every reference to it. 
They insisted upon treating it aa 
a temporary symptom--a mere 
— from the.war and post- 

boom. It would soon pass 
away, and business would be 
stronger than ever. ‘Industrialists 
of America and. Germany are 
adopting the same attitude  to- 
wards their trouble today. Tliey 
seem to think it will be short and 
sharp. Perhaps they are right. 
Let us hope for the best. 


A Statesmanlike Policy. 

All the same, I think national 
statesmanship would be wise to 
assume in its plats that the crisis 
will not pass away for some time 
yet, and that it ought.to make 
provision for the needs of unem- 
ployment on an estimate of its 
continuance on a large scale for 
some months at least.

The present arrangement of the districts 
was worked out by a Democratic Legis- 
lature in 1901, just as Republican gerryman- 
ders frequently have been made effective in 
states in which Republican Legislatures have 
been in power. It has continued for 30 
years in spite of a specific Constitutional 
direetion that the state shall be redistricted 
eack 10 years, and under it rural communi- 
ties have far greater representation than their 
populations justify, These districts will re- 
main as they are unless the Legislature and 
the Governor can come to an agreement on 
new boundaries. bp 

Though there can be a redistricting which 
will be fair to the cities and fair as between 
counties, which is far from an assurance there 
will be, there cannot be an equitable reap- 
portionment of the membership of the House 
of Representatives of the State Legislature. 
The Constitution provides that each county, 
no matter how small, is entitled to one mem- 
ber of the House, and a limitation is placed 
on the number of members from large coun- 
ties. The effect of this is to reduce propor- 
tional representation the larger the popula- 
tion of a county becomes. 


Establishing a Ratio. 


The system provided for determining the 
number of House members is to divide the 
total population of the State by 200 to estab- 
lish a ratio. Each county having this ratio 
or less is entitled to one member. Each coun- 
ty having two and one-half times the ratio 
is entitled to two, each having four times the 
ratio, three, each having six times the ratio, 
four, and for each additional two and ‘one- 
half ratios a county is entitled to one addi- 
tional member. 

Carter County, with a population of only 
5495, less than one-third the ratio, has one 
representative, while St. Louis with a popula- 
tion of 822,032, or 45 times the ratio and 
149 times the population of Carter County, 
has only 19 representatives. 

A reapportionment of House members which 
probably will be made in accordance with the 
Constitution, will increase the membership 
from 150 to 154, but St. Louis will not get 
an additional member. St. Louis county will 
get six, an increase of three, and Jackson 
County will get 11, an increase of one. The 
representation of other counties will remain 
unchanged.

The facts of the inequities of the present 
gerrymander will be gained from these fig- 
ures: 

The metropolitan areas (St. Louis, St. Louis 
County, Jackson County, including Kansas 
City, and Buchanan County, including St, Jo- 
seph), have 44 per cent of the population of 
Missouri, and pay 70 per cent of the taxes 
collected for the general operation of the 
State Government; yet they have only 29 per 
cent of the membership of the State Senate, 
and only 23 per cent of the ‘membership of 
the House of Representatives. 


Unchanged by Republicans. 


Such a fair redistricting as that shown on 
the accompanyfhg map would give them 44 
per cent of the membership of the Senate, and 
would give to separate rural counties their 
just representation in comparison with the 
cities atid with other counties. 

The Constitution provides that at the first 
legislative session after the United States cen- 
sus the State shall be divided into convenient 
compact districts. of as nearly equal popula- 
tion as is possible. This means that the total 
population of the State shall be divided by 
34, the number’ of Senatorial districts, and 
that the counties shall be so grouped as to 
form districts with populations as nearly as 
possible equal to the quotient obtained by this 
division. It does not mean that merely be- 
cause a political party is in power it can use 
that power to create shoestring districts of 
uneven population for the purpose of creat- 
ing more Democratic than Republican dis- 
tricts, or more Républican than Democratic. 

When the present districts were created 
back in 1901, the Democrats controlled all 
the State machinery. Politics was played 
ruthlessly by those old fellows; who, having 
the power, used it, and used it so ef- 
fectively politically that Yin 30 years the 
Democrats have had a majority in the Sen- 
ate in every session of the Legislature ex- 
cept one, that of 1921 following the Harding 
landslide of 1920. This, notwithstanding 
that the Republicans have carried Missouri 
in five of the seven presidential elections held 
since that time. Two years ago Hoover car- 
ried Missouri by 171,000, but, due to the 
gerrymander, the Senate remained Demo- 
cratic. 


Working Out a ‘pidliinainee. 


A political party desiring.to make certain 
its supremacy in the Senate will group the 
counties in such a way as to make more dis- 
tricts which will send Senators of that party 
than districts which will send Senators of 
the opposing party. In the main this was 
accomplished by the old time Democrats 
grouping as many Republican counties into 

few districts with large populations as 
possible, and as few Democratic counties into 
as many Democratic districts with small popu- 


lations as possible. When it became necos- 
sary through location of the counties to put 
Republican counties in with Democratic in 
a district, care was taken whenever possible 
to so group the counties that Democratic 
votes predominated. 

The Republicans haye not stood uncom- 
plaining under this gerrymander. They hays 
howled frequently and long, and have tried 
ineffectually to change it. 


Supreme Court Takes a Hand. 


There is a provision in the Missouri Consti- 
tution authorizing. three State officers, the 
Governor, Attorney-General and Secretary of 
State, to redistrict the State in case the 
Legislature fails to do so. The 1911 Legis- 
lature, which was Democratic in both branch- 
es, failed to pass-a bill, and the then Secre- 
tary of State, Cornelius Roach, and the At- 
torney-General, Elliott W. Major, Democrats, 
prepared new districts. Herbert S. Hadley, 
Republican, Governor, refused to issue 4 
proclamation legalizing them. 

The Republicans charged that the proposed 
districting was a more unfair gerrymander 
than the old. The Supreme Court, which 
temporarily was Republican, upheld the Gov- 
ernor. 

The next chance for redistricting was in 
1921 when the Republicans controlled both 
branches of the Legislature and all State of- 
fices. They were unable, however, to pass 
a redistricting bill in the Legislature, a situ- 
ation due to the refusal of Senators who 
would be shifted to new districts, to agree 
upon any plan. 

After the adjournment Gov. Hyde, At- 
torney-General Barrett and Secretary of State 
Becker outlined new districts. The proposed 
changes speedily got into the Supreme Court, 
which was Democratic. The Court held that 
by the adoption of the initiative and refer- 
endum amendment to the Constitution the 
people of the State had reserved ‘to theni- 
selves all legislative powers not expressly 
given to the Legislature, that the redistrict- 
ing of the State was a legislative act, and 
that the amendment to the Constitution had 
had the effect of repealing the section author- 
izing the State officials to do the redistrict- 
ing job. So the old Gatetees remained an- 
other 10 years. 


Another Clever Bit of Tactics. 


This attempted Republican redistricting 

was neater than the one of the Democrats tn 
1901. Times had changed and the Repub- 
licans were not as ruthless. They prepared 
districts which varied less widely in popula- 
tion than those formed by the Democrats, 
but there was a trick in the game which they 
could use, that was in the system in num- 
bering the districts. 
* Under the law Senators are elected in odd 
numbered districts in the years of presiden- 
tial elections, and in even numbered districts 
in by-election years. In presidential years 
Missouri almost invariably goes Republican. 
Im by-election years it almost invariably gocs 
Democratic, so a little manipulation of the 
numbers of the districts can mean. a lot in 
results. A close district which would go 
Democratic in by-election years would go Re- 
publican in presidential years, so it could be 
made a Republican district by siving it an. 
odd number. 

This system jas not a discovery for the 
Republicans. The Democrats, too, had used 
it back in 1901 along with the creation of 
the districts on political rather than popula- 
tion lines.

Wier the House was marking time last January, Representa- 


sions Committee, in a set speech told his colleagues that the 
time had come for the United States to start a comprehensive pen- 


sion program for World War veterans. 


No one took the speech 


seriously except a few obscufe members who wanted the Congres- 
sional Record to show that they had a few thoughts about pensions. 
The speech was generally accepted as one of those oratorical effu- 
sions which Congressmen frank to their constituents to show that 
they are on the alert for the constituents’ interests. 


Yet less thag six months 
elapsed before Congress and the 
President, after a series of hys- 
terical political maneuvers, ap- 
proved a general disability pen- 
sion bill, the forerunner of more 
generous and comprehensive laws 
which after a lapse of 30 to 40 
years will cost the Government 
more thaw a billion dollars an- 
nually and in the aggregate about 
as much as the total national debt 
at its peak—namely, 25 billion 
dollars. Representative Kopp can 
point with pride to the fact that 
he saw the inevitable approach- 
ing. 

Enactment of the pension legis- 
lation in the last session of Con- 
gress dispelled the roseate War 


Risk Insurance dream of many 


war-time Government officials 
who foresaw what a tremendous 
burden the historical pension sys- 
tem would put on the Government 
if a large portion of the 4,000,- 
000 men in uniform became Gov- 
ernment pensioners. But as a sub- 
stitute for pensions the War Risk 
Insurance plan has flopped. Less 
than 650,000 former service men 
have carried on with their gov- 
ernment insurance. 

Could Not Sell Idea. 

The wartime advocates of the 
Soldier and Sailor Insurance sys- 
tem hoped that their plan, ap- 
proved as it was by President 
Wilson and Secetary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo, would eliminate the 
need for pensions. Every soldier 
was to be persuaded to carry as 
much insurance as he could af- 
ford up to $10,000, and the Gov- 
ernment was to bear the expenses 
of administration. This insurance 
would take care of the soldier's 
dependents in case of death of 
complete disability. In addition, 
there was to be complete hospital- 
ization for all service-incurred 
disabilities. 

There were several reasons for 
the failure of the insurance plan, 
but the principal fault was the 
inability of the Government, both 
under Democratic and Republican 
administrations, to “‘sell” the idea 
to the service man. Justice 
Brandeis in his earlier writings 
has declared that insurance olf- 
fered wonderful possibilities for 
government management, perhaps 
the best of any business. In war 
risk insurance this country had an 
opportunity to save enormous 
amounts of the tax-payers’ money 
by persuading the service man to 
carry on with the Government's 
cheap premiums. That opportunity 
has been lost, although the 
Veterans’ Bureau still makes 
feeble attempts to interest vyet- 
erans by pointing out that Gov- 
ernment insurance is still avail- 
able to them. 

Few veterans, however, seem 
to be interested, despite the fact 
that Government insurance is

WANTED—ANOTHER LIBERAL ADMINISTRATION 


‘For ten years the administration of the Federal | 
Government has been in the hands of reactionary 
Republicans. Its record of accomplishment is not 
an impressive one, nor is the condition of the country 
to its credit. There are things more eloquent than 
the text book it has just issued taking to itself the 
flattering unction that except for it things would be 
even worse. Only a feeble-minded people could be- 
lieve that. The country has had ten years of gov- 
ernment for privilege, and even a blind man can 
see what it has come to. 

The Republican party has to its credit.the Wash- 


London naval treaty. It has “settled” the inter-allied 
debt. It has reduced taxes and retired a portion of 
the national debt. It has extended “relief” to the 
farmer through the agricultural credits act of 3923 
and the agricultural marketing act of 1929. But in 
the arms treaties and in the Kellogg pact, in which 
it has received the full support of the Democrats, it 
has but timidly approached the open international 
cooperation envisaged by Woodrow Wilson in the 
League of Nations.

KHYBER PASS ITSELF AGAIN. 

Khyber Pass, that narrow defile winding between | 
cliffs of shale and limestone 600 to 1000 feet high 
on the way from Afghanistan to India, is once more 
blazing in war. Hardly a day passes but further 
bloodshed is reported from Peshawar. British forces 
have suffered severe casualties in hand-to-hand fight- 
ing with the fierce Pathans, airplanes have bombed 
the tribesmen in the mountain retreats. So far the 
savage looters have been beaten off in their attacks 
on Peshawar at the opening of the pass, but Kip- 
ling’s “Kim” country has been in the thick of the 
fighting. Forts in the mountain opening are heavily 
armed and gunners command most of its 33 rocky 
miles. 

No other pass in the world has possessed such 
strategic importance as this gateway to the plains 
of India. Darius the Great was the first military 
leader to make it a highway of conquest. From 
Persia in 516 B. C. he sent one of his captains 
through to the Indus. Two hundred years later 
Alexander led his army along the zigzag passage in 
the course of his subjugation of the world. The 
Mongol hordes of Genghis Khan, who caused the 
death of 5,000,000 people, swept through its 40-foot 
canyons in the thirteenth century. Not long after 
Timur, pillage-bent, went down from Samarkand. 
The last great conqueror to use the pass was Babar 
Baber, who founded the Mongol dynasty which the 
British found in India. During the Afghan wars 
Tommy Atkins met the Afridi in numerous battles 
in the desolate opening.

The 
prosperity so grandiosely proclaimed is, he insists, 
a delusion, and he supports his assertions with statis- 
tics which, coming from an economist of his stand- 
ing, may not be dismissed as the arguments of par- 
tisan controversy.

Fletcher and the Tariff Commission 


New York financial journal doubts wisdom of appointing a man trained in diplomacy 
to a job where facts and not finesse are demanded; importance of Fletcher's role, 
however, has been unduly stressed; obstacles to tariff board efficiency in the 
past still persist and cannot be leaped by chairman alone.

RESIDENT HOOVER has selected an 
Pp ex-diplomat and former Ambassador to 

Italy, Mr. Fletcher, to head the reorgan- 
ized Tariff Commission. Mr. Fletcher has 
had a prolonged and fairly conspicuous ca- 
reer in the foreign service, but it is hardly 
of character to qualify him for the dreary 
and laborious fact-finding investigations 
that are the ‘special province of the com- 
mission. In announcing the appointment, 
however, the President is careful to specify 
that as Under Secretary of State Mr. Fietch- 
er had especial charge of the economic 
work of the department, while in the 
course of his diplomatic career he has made 
a careful analysis of the economic, trade 
and financial problems of the United States 
in relation to many parts of the world. 

Whether this experience will add to the 

effectiveness of the new chairman is by no 
means certain. To most people it seems 
that diplomatic qualities are worse than” 
wasted in a position where facts and not 
finesse are demanded. Possibly a chair- 
man with diplomatic address might be bet- 
ter able to propitiate outraged forcigners 
asked to reveal their cost of production se- 
crets to American investigators for the com- 
mission. However, the rebuffs encountered 
by our special agents leave little hope for 
progress along this line in the future,

. The present act is a general dis- 
ability pension measure. Under it, 
all permanently disabled World 
War veterans not paying a Federal 
income tax, who served 90 days, 
are entitled to a pension if they 
can prove they are more than 25 
per cent disabled, regardless of 
cause except wilfull misconduct. 
The range of the pensions is from 
$12 monthly for the veteran 25 per 
cent disabled to $40 monthly for 
the veteran 100 per cent disabled. 
For 50 per cent disability the 
monthly rate is $18, and for 75 per 
cent, $24. 
Director Hines of the Veterans’ 
Bureau estimated that the general 
disability pension clause in the 
present act would cost $25,281,000 
in the fiscal year ending June 320, 
1931, $55,289,000 in 1932; $63,- 
649,000 in 1933; $74,404,000 in 
1943, and $80,670,000 in 1935. He 
further estimated that 166,000 vet- 
erans would be aided in 1931, and 
that the number would be _  in- 
creased yearly until 380,000 were 
on the pension list in 1935. While 
no official of the bureau will make 
estimates now, these are admitted 
as too low. 

Aid Continues. 

It should be remembered that 
the present amendments do not af- 
fect the legislation enacted for vet- 
erans who have proved or can 
prove the service origin of their 
disabilities. Hospitalization and 
service disability payments go on 
as before and with a little more 


‘generosity. The new names being 


added to the rolls are those of vet- 
erans who were unable to prove 
service disability or became dis- 
abled efter their war discharge. 
The claims of 666,569 veterans 
were alic wed under the old World 
War Veterans’ act, and 456,539 
claims wre rejected. Senators, 
Representatives and American Le- 
gior posts are n6w supplying these 
456,639 claimants with blanks to 
file under the new law. Many of 
the old claims were rejected be- 
c’.use the yeterans\could not prove 
the service origin of their disabill- 
ties, a requirement no longer nec- 
essary. It is too early to say how 
many of these claims will be 
granted under the new act, but the 
156,000 figure set by Gen, Hines 
mr.ost ,robably will be exceeded 
the first year, and his quotas for 
succeeding years likewise will be 
found too low. 

As stated before, the present act 
is the mere forerunner of a gen- 
eral pension, applicable to virtual- 
ly all persons who served in the 
army navy Or marine corps. And 
if statistics of the administration 
of earlier pension acts are any cri- 
terion, the Government will be 
paying pensions to a few Warld 
War veterans in the year 2000. 
Nonservice disability pensions 
for the Revolutionary War veter- 


|ans were started in 1818, or 37 


years after the surrender of Corn- 
wallis; the first ecrvice pension of 
the War of 1812 was granted in 
1871, or 69 years after the end of 
hostilities—but the Mexican and 
Civil] wars had intervened. Presi- 
cent Harrison signed the first dis- 
ability pension bill for Civil War 
veterans in 1890, «r 25 years after 
Appomattox, and the nonservice 
disability pensions for Spanish- 
Amzrican War veterans began in 
1920. If this rate of progression 
in retained it is a matter of a few 
years before the World War vet- 
erans pension legislation will be 
virtually on a service basis. 


Civil War Experience. 

The disability clause may be re- 
tained but the experiences of the 
Civil War veterans will show how 
this is softened to mean little. The 
old Civil War pensions ranged 
from $6 to $12 a month, but 
President Roosevelt approved the 
famous order No. 78 which de- 
clared that the Pension Bureau 
should consider a veteran 25 per 


the age of 62; 50 per cent when he 
reached the age of 65; 75 per cent 
at the age of 68, and 100 per cent 
at the age of 70. This order has 
remained in force but the pensions 
have been increased, the minimum 
to $75 and the maximum to $100. 
Widows of Civil War veterans, if 
married before a certain year, are 
entitiec to a pension of $50 a 
month. Likewise the range for 
Spanish-American War veterans 
bas been raised from $20 to $60 
to $25 to $72. 

Pension. Bureau records show 
that the greatest number of pen- 
sioners on the Government rolls 
was reached {in 1995 when 1,001,- 
494 names were carried. Most of 
these were veterans of the Civil 
War and their widows. About 2,- 
000,000 meh enlisted in the North- 
ern armies in the Civil War, while 
in the World War about 4,500,000 
men and women were in the serv- 
ice. 

- General Hines estimates that the 
peak of the pension and hospita) 
load will be reached around 1960. 
It is conservatively estimated that 
from 1,500,600 to 2,000,000 World

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districts ranged from a minimum of 
65,256 in the Eleventh to a maxi- 
mum of 121,838 in the Second, a 
difference of 56,582. In the at- 
tempted Republican redistricting of 
1921 the range was from a mini- 
mym of 93,684 in the Second to a 
maximum of 120,857 in the Nine- 
teenth, a difference of 27,173. 


In the. fair redistricting map 
here presented, the districts are 
compact, the only one having even 
remotely a “shoestring” appear- 
ance being the proposed Third. The 
range in population of the districts 
would be from a minimum of 99,089 
in the proposed Twenty-sixth to a 
maximum of 115,827, which would 
be the average for each of the four 
districts to which Jackson County is 
entitled, the difference between 
high and low being only 16,738. 


Dividing the present population 
of the State by 34, the number of 
districts, gives 106,510 as a mean 
population for all districts. As ouf- 
lined in this map, no district would 
vary from this mean by as much as 
10,000. The district with largest 


population would have 9317 more} 


than the mean, and that with the 
lowest would have 7421 less than 
the mean. 


Just what can be accomplished 
in the way of redistricting in the 
mext Legislature is problematical. 
Gov. Caulfield, a Republican, will 
have a veto power over any bill 
the Legislature may pass. The 
Senate is virtually certain to be 
Democratic, and it is not improb- 
able the House will be Democratic 
If so, a Democratic Legislature will 
have the passage of a bill for sub- 
mission to the veto power of a Re- 
publican Governor. 


From a purely practical politica? 
standpoint the Democrats probably 
would be content to pass no bill, 
leaving the gerrymandered dis- 
tricts to stand as they are, confi- 
dent in the belief that the old Su- 
preme Court ruling that the three 
State officers cannot legally redis- 
trict the State would be upheld by 
the present court. 


But there are other political con- 
siderations. A revision of the 
State Congressional Districts also 
is due from this Legislature. 

The effect of this may be to 
bring Republicans and Democrats 
together in a compromising mood. 

Under the Congressional appor- 
tionment act, Missouri after the 
next Congress will have only 13 in- 
stead of 16 members of Congress. 
If the Legislature fails to create 
13 congressivnal districts out of 
the present 16, the 13 members of 
Congress will be elected at large 
after this year. 


Neither party wants Congress- 
men elected at large, and the Con- 
gressional candidates much prefer 
comparatively, inexpensive cam- 
paigns in smal] districts to expen- 


sive campaigns of the whole State.’ 


Then, from the Democratic angle, 
election of Congressmen at large 
might be expected to give the en- 
tire State delegation to the Repub- 
licans in presidential years, and, 
from the Republican angle, it 
might give the entire delegation to 
the Democrats in the by-election 
years. With the State districted, 
each party would have some of its 
members in Congress al] the time. 


On the whole the Republicans 
probably would gain the advantage 
by election of Congressmen at 
large, and consequently with a 
Republican Governor holding a 
veto power over both congressional] 
and senatorial districting bills, 
there ought to be a basis for com- 
promise along fair lines. 


The Democrats, however, are go- 
ing to be called upon for unselfish 
action on senatorial redistricting. 
In fact, they are going to be called 
upon to pass 2 bill which will take 
away their control of the Senate 
and pass it over to the Republic- 
ans. Any senatorial redis 
bill which follows the Constitu- 
tion will do that. 

This is true because the addi- 
tion of two Senators in St. Louis 
will mean the addition of two Re- 
publican Senators, and the enlarge- 
ment of the rural districts. Such 
enlargements will mean more 
counties to a district; and it will 
be found imposstble to so group 
ese counties on fair Hines te do 
other than make a majority of the 
districts Republican. 

A Democratic Legislature could 
submit another gerrymander to the 
Republican Governor, but it would 
be @ useless proceeding from either 
the Republican er Democratic 
viewpoint. Populations have been 
shifting in Missouri during 30 
years, and ti has now come about 
that the districts, which when 
created gaye the Democrats «a 
majority of from 10 te 12 in the 
Senate now give them a majority 


turning Republican Senate major- 
ity. 

It is not unlikely .that Gov. 
Caulfield would consider the pres- 
ent distriéting preferable te a dif- 
ferent Democratic gerrymander. 

In preparing the accompanying 
map it was assumed that St. Louis 
with ita population of 822,023 was 
entitled to eight senatorial dis- 
tricts, each having an average pop- 
ulation of 102,754, because that is 
much nearer the mean of 106,510 
than would the average for seven 
districts. St. Louis County was 
conceded two, districts with an av- 
erage population of 105,812, and 
Jackson County four with an av- 
erage population of 115,827. 

This apportionment leaves 20 
districts for the remainder of the 
State, which makes necessary 
larger districts than under the 
present districting, which gave the 
State 24 districts outside St. Louis 
and Jackson County, Sst. Louis

able political complexion, based 
upon election-returns for the past

and the eighth-floo: concrete 
completely poured Aug. 29, approx- 
imately five months later, after one 
month was lost obtaining permits 
and building a city sewer through 
the premises. 

The most modern machinery and 
equipment ever used in a building 
in St. Louis is the principal reason 
for the rapid progress. The eighth 
floor concrete (62,000 square feet) 
was poured in three days. This 
building has 16 acres of floor space 
and covers a plot of ground 310x 
200 feet. It will be 10 stories. 

The exterior of the building will 
be of a light impervious brick, 
trimmed with polycrrome terra 
cotta. The building is fireproof. 
All of the exterior windows are 
made of steel and are glazed with 
Hylite glass. Automatic sprinkling 
equipment is peing installed 
throughout the building. Modern 
elevators of the micro-leveling type 
are also being instailed. 

The interior walls are faced with 
a light shade of fire clay tile which 
results in a low maintainance cost 
as there will be no interior painting 
or decorating necessary. A wash- 
ing of the walls with water -will 
make the building bright and clean. 

The surface of the floors is being 
finished at the time the bearing 


concrete is poured and contains a 
metallic hardener. This prevents 
wear or treating of the floors in 
order to preserve the surface and 
further reduces maintainance cost 
after occupancy. 

For safety three fire escapes are 
ng erected within the building 


These fire escapes have installed in 
them an easy tread concrete stair- 
way and are lined with white 
enamel brick. 

Approximately 500 men are-em- 
ployed daily on the building. Her- 
bert L. Reinhardt, of the Interna- 
tional Shoe Co. forces, is the archi- 
tect and has a corps of engineers 
under him designing the structural 
parts af the building. 

The building will be completed 
Nov. 15, although some. of the 
floors .will be occupied long before 
that time. When this building is 
erected ‘tthe International Shoe Co. 
will occupy two blocks along Fif- 
teenth street as their 10-story of- 
fice building is immediately south 
of the new building and covers the 
block between Washington and 
Lucas avenues.

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BUILDING AND LOAN 
FIRMS DECREASE 324 


Decline Is Due to Weeding Out 
of Inactive and Weak Penn- 
sylvania Groups. 


At the close of 1929, there were 
12,342 building and loan asocia- 
tions operating in the United 
States, a decrease of 324 for the 
year, according to H. F. Cellarius, 
secretary of U. S&S Building and 
Loan League. This reduction was 
due to the-weeding out of 371 in- 
active and weak associations :n 
Pennsylvania. Otherwise, the nuni- 
ber of associations in the several 
states remained substantially the 
same as in the previous year. 

Combined total assets of the 
building and loan associations in 
all the tafes aggregate, $8,695,154,- 
220, an increase for e year of 
$679,119,893, or at the rate of a 
little less tnan 8% per cent. 
Growth in membership did not, 
however, keep pace with that of 
the assets. Total membership is 
12,111,209, an inerease for the 
year of 115,304 members or ai the 
rate of a little less than 1 per 
cent. 

Assets $7,787,405,383. 

Of the total assets, $7,787,405,- 
383 are invested in mortgage loans, 
being 89,6 per cent of such assets. 
The amount of mortgage ioans 
made in 18929 is estimated at $1,- 
400,000,000, showing a decrease of 
about 10 per cent from the previ- 
ous year’s figure. 

The largest gain in assets was 
made by California, $180,036,745. 
which is, however, for an 18-month 
period ending Dec. 31, 1929. New 
Jersey associations increased their 
assets $119,074,037 during the year, 
while Pennsylvania made a gain 
of $59.943,656 and Ohio $46,145,- 
259. Other states making gains in 
assets of $10,000,000 or more for 
the year were: Wisconsin, $31,162,- 
283: Illinois, $28,495,532; Massa- 
chusetts, $27,516,610; Texas, $23,- 
981.515: New York, $20,680,594; 
Missouri, $19,224,363; Michigan, 
$18,466,603: Indiana, $14,047,877; 
and Kentucky, $13,367,294. 

Average holdings of members !n 
building and ioan associations in- 
creased $49.71 during the year

Plans for installation of an open- 
hearth furnace of 40-ton capacity 
and all necessary equipment by the 
St. Louis Screw & Bolt Co., 6900 
North Broadway, were announced 
yesterday through George C. Smith, 
director of the Industrial Bureau. 

The equipment will necessitate 
an investment of $250,000 and will 
result in the employment of 25 
additional workers.

Discovery of the citadel of 
Picchu was partly luck, partly perseverance, a 


grim determination on Bingham’s part to explore 
every Inca ruin in the section of Peru he was 


passing through. 
that a new road had but recent- 
ly been cut through a virtually 
unknown region, three days’ journey 
trom Cuzco, once the capital of a vast 
Inca empire, in southern Peru. He 
was fortunate also in the fact that 
some Indians had taken to the moun- 
tain side to cultivate their crops on the 
sioping terraces built centuries ago by 
the Incas. They were his guides. 

It was without any warning that 
Bingham finaliy came 
upon the extensive 
ruins of Machu Pic- 
chu. In all his schol- 
arly researches he 
had never seen a ref- 
erence to this citadel] 
He expected, from 
what his Indian 
guides had told him, 
to see a minor wall 
or two. And instead 
he stumbled upon the 
most important Inca 
discovery since the 
conquest of Peru by 
the Spaniard, Pizarro. 

He was immediate- 
ly keen to excavate. 
to discover what lay 
beneath the tangled 
underbrush and rub- 
ble that had accumu- 
lated in deneaity 
through the centuries. 
It was three years la- 
ter that he was able to finance and 
organize an expedition and return to 
the site. And then the difficulties 
that faced the party of experts ap- 
peared well nigh insuperable. 

It was firat necessary to establish 
a camp somewhere near the site of the 
ruin, close to the summit of Machu 
Picchu. This meant that everything 
had to be carried up over dangerous 
trails, vague remnants of the paths 
the Incas laid down. It waa obvious 
that those early people—refugees, 
they were—had chosen this place be- 
cause of its remote inaccessibility. 
Two or three men, Bingham says, 
could have defended it against an 
army. This was thanks largely to the 
superb natural position of the citadel 
but it was partly due to the extreme 
skill with which the Incas had forti- 
fied their position and built their 
roads. 

As though the difficulty of the 
climb were not enough, Machu Picchu 
is surrounded on three sides by the 
Lrubamba River, which all but en- 
circles its base in a flowing. snake

like course. Before the mountain 
could even be approached, it was nec- 
essary to build across thie roaring 
mountain stream, 80 feet in width and 
with rapids so violent that no human 
being could long withstand them, a 
bridge. And once at the site of the 
ruin, Bingham found the work of ex- 
cavation was greatly hampered by the 


presence of a dense hardwood forest. 
It was a heroic labor to chop this 
down and burn it up. 

Gradually, as the work progreseed, 
there came to be revealed a city of 
the first importance. Houses, tem- 
ples, fountains, streets and court- 
yards, terraces for agriculture, altars 
for sun-worship, al) of white granite.

The stone to which “the sum was tied.” 
Ruilt by a people who knew nothing 
of modern instruments of precision, 
yet the buildings exhibit superb ma- 
sonry, Bingham writes. The walls in 
certain of the more important struc- 
tures are formed of great blocks of 
granite, weighing several tons, per- 
fectly fitted and held together by an 
interlocking process, unknown to the 
present day, without the aid of mor- 
tar or cement. The wall extending 
from the temple to the priest’s house, 
Bingham speaks of as ‘‘the most beau- 
tiful wall in America.”

came to light, Bingham worked out a 
theory, based on his previous knowl- 
edge of the Incas, of the part this 
city, secure against enemies in the 
fastness of the Andes, had played in 
Inca history. It is his belief that it 
was the holy city of the Incas. That 
twice it was a refuge for beleaguered 
bands of priests and nobles, bent on 
preserving ancient religious rites and 
time-honored traditions. That in the 
final years of its existence it served 
as a retreat for the Virgins of the 
Sun, those most beautiful of all Inca 
women who were dedicated to the 
service of the supreme Inca. That it 
housed the mummies of Inca emper- 
ors, most venerated of all objects. 
The date of ita founding is computed 
to be between 600 and 700 A. D. 


citadel he discovered near the 

summit of Machu Picchu is 
the Tampu-tocco of an old Span- 
ish chronicle, a place known as 
the city of refuge. For in the 
ruins Bingham found an almost per- 
fect masonry wall inset with three 
beautifully constructed windows, such 
as is described as having been built 
by Manco Capac who left the city of 
refuge to found a new empire at 
Cuzco. It is the only example of the 
use of this large type of ornamental 
window so far discovered in any Inca 
rulns. When the Incas put windows in 
their houses, they were invariably 
small, litthe more than chinks. The cli- 
mate is extremely variable and Bing- 
ham is of the belief that the Incas ab- 
horred fresh air and drafts. He cites 
other evidence to verify his theory, 
particularly in the later history of 
Tampu-tocco. 

Established in Cuzco, surrounded 
by rich arable lands, Manco Capac, the 
Inca emperor, and his descendants ex- 
tended their rule until it covered 
nearly all of South America. For 300 
years this dynasty ruled, during which 
time it is probable that the common 
people forgot all about Tampu-tocco, 
the refuge in the mountains. But the

Of the first occupants of Tampu 
tocco, those who built the citadel! £0 
years before the coming of the Span- 
lards, Bingham writes: 

“We may be reasonably sure that

ures, he would show 
them enthusiastically to 
whomsoever would come 
to see, Practically ev- 
ery leading museum in 
this country, and a num- 
ber abroad, have at one 
time or another been 
permitted to exhibit his 
rugs, and in several in- 
stances Ballard himself 
paid for the printing of 
the cataloeues, as if to 
make sure that no dis- 
cordant note should mar 
the exhibition. 

Even then his zeal to 
share with others the 
beauty he had found in 
rugs remained unsatis- 
fied, and to insure to fu- 
ture generations that 
rare opportu- 
nity in perpet- 
uity, he gave 
away the best 
of his collec- 
tion to mu- 
seums. Thus in 
1922 he gave 
to the Metro- 
politan Mu- 
seum in New 
York a group 
of 129 rugs.

tant and generous gift ever made to 
the museum by a nonresident of New 
York State.’’ The gift to the St. Louis 
Museum, valued at about §250,000, 
was described as ‘‘the greatest gift the 
Art Museum ever has received.” To

speak of the value of these two gifts in 


terms of money, however, is entirely 
misleading. Each collection, if sold at 
auction, would bring much In excess 
of the amounts above named, for each 
collection contains rugs that cannot be 
duplicated, rare examples the like of 
which are not known to exist anywhere 
else. The thing that distinguishes both 
these collections isn't their value in 
dollars, but the knowledge, rare taste 
and singular devotion to beauty of the 
man who collected them, qualities to 
which they so eloquently give testi- 
mony. 

The writer talked with Mr. Ballard. 
When the subject of rugs is mentioned 
he sits up quickly, and with the en- 
thusiasm of a Casanova recalling the 
loves of his vanished youth, he speaks 
of his adventures in wooing and win- 
ning the woven beauties of the Orient. 

“I feel certain that it was purely 
my love of color that first attracted 
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me to rugs,’’ says Mr. Ballard, ‘but I 
didn't realize what an important part 
of my make-up that was until I ac- 
quired that Bergama rug. It wasn't 
until then, either, that I began to re- 
alize the unsurpassed beauty of color 
in Oriental rugs. I enjoyed that first 
rug sO much that I soon found myself 


going to rug sales and auctions when- 
ever I could. I began to read every- 
thing I could find on rug weaving, who 
wove them, and how, and what they 
were used for. | became interested in 
the meaning of the symbolic designs 
with which they were decorated. I 
went to muséums in London, Paris, 


Berlin—wherever there 
were rugs to see. When 1 
came upon one that was 
for sale and appealed to 
me, I bought it. Well, | 
had a collection before 
I knew it, and without 
ever actually making up 
my mind to be a collec- 
tor.”’ 

To Ballard half the 
joy in collecting was in 
the long and often dif- 
ficult quest, the burrow- 
ing into obscure corners, 
and the occasional acci- 
dental discovery of sume 
unexpected beauty. Only 
once was he fooled in 
making a purchase, and 
that was early in his 
career, when a dealer 
took udvantage of his 
incomplete knowledge to 
sell him a copy for an 
original. But Ballard in 
time became one of the 
world’s leading experts, 
an authority whose wide 
knowledge and deep ap- 
preciation actually cre- 
ated a demand for his 
appearance as a lectur- 
er on Oriental rugs. 
Thus he has not only 
lectured in many Amer- 
ican cities, but has sev- 
eral times spoken at 
museums abroad. 

When rug dealers 
learn that a prospective 
customer is a collector 
they usually boost the 
price considerably, be- 
ing well aware that the 
price is only of second- 
ary importance to the 
enthusiast. Although a 
man of means, Mr. Bal- 
lard has never 
had at his dis- 
posal a  for- 
tune compar- 
able to that of 
many famous 
art collectors. 
To escape be- 
ing im posed

ways tried to 
conceal his 
identity while 
traveling. This 
he was able to 
do with a fair 
measure of 
success in the

The result was 
that when a native Prince in far off 
Jaipur or a potentate in the Caucasus 
had a rug to sell, a letter was prompt- 
ly dispatched from these high places 
to Ballard. In like manner, aristocrat- 
ic mandarins trying to salvage imperi- 
al fortunes, hurried their emissaries 
to this American to bargain for the 
sale of carpets on which their ances- 
tors, under the Great Wall of China, 
had trod for centuries. 

No man can travel more than 400,- 
000 miles in quest of rugs without 
experiencing unusual adventures. Mr. 
Ballard has had his share. Indeed, he 
almost lost his life in the process of 
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obtaining his famous ‘bird rug,’’ now 


in the Metropolitan. During many 
years he had been searching for an al- 
most lost specimen of the famous Sel- 
juk Turk “bird rug,’ woven about 
15560, a type of rug that obtains its 
name from the presence of birds in 
the design. When he arrived in Lon- 
don, in 1922, and announced the ob- 
ject of his visit to dealers, they shook 
their heads at the hopelessness of his 
search. Paris rug merchants were no 
more encouraging, so Mr. Ballard 
headed toward the Orient. His trav- 
eling companion was an Englishman, 
also a connoisseur of weaves. 


third night out from Paris three 

soldiers with fixed bayonets en- 
tered their train at 1 o’clock in 
the morning. A young officer was 
in command and he promptly made 
both passengers prisoners of war.

The officer was so pleased with Mr. 
Ballard’s good-natured attitude that 
instead of marching them to a jail for 
the rest of the night he led them, 
under guard, from one hotel to an- 
other. Neither of the two travelers 
could understand what the officer was 
saving to the various innkeepers, but 
they finally realized that he was actu- 
ally putting himself to a lot of trou- 
ble trying to get them a decent place 
to sleep. 

But no room was to be had. Finally, 
about 3 o'clock in the morning, they 
came across an inn keeper who, while 
regretting that he had no empty room, 
offered the foreigners the hospitality 
of two rocking chairs on his porch. 
Ballard and the Englishman sat down. 
The officer then turned to them and 
said that he had some business to at- 
tend to for a few minutes. Would the 
gentlemen promise to remain there 
until his return? Ballard promised 
and the officer and his soldiers disap- 
peared. Twenty minutes later the 
young Captain came back with the 
surprising announcement that he had 
managed to find a man who owned 
double beds in which they might spend 
the rest of the night. The two suspects 
promptly went off to bed, sleeping 
soundly until it was time for them to 
be taken to headquarters at Adrian- 
ople. 


HEN they were finally ar- 
\ raigned in court the Gen- 

eral was obviously impressed 
by the favorable report the of- 
ficer made. The General explained 
that he was responsible for every 
stranger crossing the border. Never- 
theless, he said, he could not bring 
himself to make prisoners of two such 
affable and friendly persons, and so 
they were free to go where they 
pleased.

He pulled out a 
rug and unfolded it. It was woven of 
wool, the pattern worked in tan, red- 
brown, blue and  olive-green on a 
cream-white background. Mr. _ Bal- 
lard’s heart suddenly thumped. He had 
found his ‘‘bird rug’’ at last. 

But now the task was to get it out 
of that war-torn area. The next day 
Mr. Ballard went to Constantinople. 
As it happened, that was the very 
night the Turks got word of the cap- 
ture of Smyrna. Twenty thousand 
furious Turks came over from Stam- 
boul to release their fury in pillage 
and bloodshed. It was a night of riot- 
ing and murder.

Matterhorn 
held no terrors; only an immense re- 
spect. They had subdued it too many 
times. Perren, particularily, regarded 


it as “‘his mountain.”’ He was its 
child, born within its shadow. Matter- 
horn had punished him many times, 
yet, considering all, it had treated him 
tenderly. No other human being had 
been allowed to stand on its jagged 
summit so many times. No other guide 
had ever earned such a patrimony 
showing the curious Matterhorn's se-

crets. Back in 1902, when he was 
still a youth, old Matterhorn taught 
Perren his first serious lesson. He 
was attempting one ‘of the earliest 
ascents on skis A snow-covered 
crevasse opened under his feet and 
dragged Perren and his charge into 
its depths. When the rescue party 
descended with the aid of ropes they

found Perren, badly injured, by the 
side of his dead companion. To his 
dying day he carried the scars of that 
experience. 

It was exactly 28 years to a day 
that Matterhorn made the same move 
against its most favored guide. This 
time Perren and his companion were 
taken from the glacier—dead. 

Perren knew all the whims and 
vagaries of his mountain. He could 
match his wits against them and win. 
He had a sixth sense which warned 
of dangers both from the elements and 
the fickle terrain. 


HE event which Perren loved 
to recall more than his moun- 
taineering exploits, however, was 
his pilgrimage to Rome with a 
group of Valaisian guides to pay 
homage to another mountaineer 
once known as Mer. Achille Raiti 
but now gracing the papal throne as 
Pius XI. In their picturesque Valai- 
sian garb, the group were presented 
to His Holiness, hobnail boots, coiled 
ropes across their shoulders and 
the other accoutrements of their pro- 
fession. The Pope gave the pilgrims 
his blessing, and to Perren, who at 
the time had passed his 100th ascen- 
sion of Matterhorn, he expressed his 
greatest admiration and extended con- 
gratulations. 

Today Perren'’s son, still in his 
twenties, is marching in his father’s 
footsteps. Already he has 78 victories 
over the Matterhorn to his credit. Who 
knows what mark he may set? Matter- 
horn is tender to those who fear it 
most. Young Perren, while he does not 
fear the mountain, respects it and rev- 
erences it. He holds no grudge against 
it for exacting the supreme penalty 
from his father. The mountain folk 
believe that the spirit of the old guide 
roams the cols and peaks of the range 
and that it will watch over the wel- 
fare of Perren’s son.

The Temple may be a long way in 
the future, but the faithful are willing 
to wait. They have already waited 
nearly a hundred years. The site is 
ready, after having been lost for al- 
most a century. That is something. 
and Temple enthusiasm is growing. 
Meanwhile, the big auditorium looms 
on the hilltop, the biggest step yet 
taken in the building of the Zion 
which, according to prophecy, shdli 
‘prosper and spread herself and be- 
come very glorious, very great and 
very terrible 
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In the tombs there was further evi- 
dence. It was plainly indicated that 
the bones of those buried at an early 
time had been swept aside to make 
way for the dead of the later arrivals. 

There were even signs that the con- 
tents of the royal mausoleum, the one 
occupied, according to Bingham’s the- 
ory. by Pachacuti VI, had been dis- 
turbed. ‘‘In honor,’ Bingham writes. 
‘of this same exalted personage. the 
most experienced master mason of the 
time constructed the most 
wall in America, built in the form ofa 
try-square, and connecting the temple 
with the priest's house. This wall is 
made of carefully matched blocks, of 
white granite especially selected for 
its pure color and fine grain. The in- 
terior surface of the wall is broken by 
niches and square projecting stones or 
pegs. The exterior is perfectly sim- 
ple, yet we grew more fond of it than 
of any other structure at Machu Pic- 
chu.” 

The Bingham party found several 
altars for sun worship. They were 
built on the highest eminences of the 
city and consisted chiefly of a gran- 
ite post, and two or three steps. These 
granite posts served, in Inca belief, as 
hitching posts for the sun. When, 
during the winter season, they saw 
the sun's light diminsh and its period 


beautiful 


of shining grow. shorter and shorter, 
they became alarmed. But the priests 
reassured them. The sun was hitched 
by a long line to the granite post so 
that it could never stray entirely away 
and leave the Incas in perpetual cold 
and darkness. The sun played a very 
large part in Inca life. Bingham sug- 
that the mummies were taken 
their tombs occasionally and 
given sun baths. The mummy wrap- 
pings. of course, had long since dis- 
integrated and only bones were found. 

“It was the custom in mummifying 
a body,’ Bingham writes, ‘‘to draw the 
knees up to the chin so as to make the 
mummy take up aa little space as pos- 
sible.” 

No gold was found in one remark- 
able tomb of a@ woman apparently of 
high rank, or anywhere else at Machu 
Piechu. And Bingham remarks, ‘Gold 
must have been extremely scarce if 
none could have been spared for such 
a grande dame as was here interred. 
Perhaps whatever gold she may have 
possessed had been confiscated and 
sent to form part of the ransom of the 
unfortunate Atahualpa, whose failure 
to fill a room full of gold for Pizarro 
cost him his life.”’ 

Summing up, Bingham writes: 

“Surely this granite citadel which

on account of its striking beauty and 
the indescribable grandeur of its sur- 
roundings appears to have had a most 
interesting history.

struggle lasted until morning. But the 
St. Louisan managed to come out of it 
alive. and with his precious rug set 
out that morning for Smyrna, of all 
places.

But he managed to get on board 
the S. S. Lamartine just as the city 
was set on fire. When the Lamartine 
steamed away Ballard and his precious 
rug were safely on board. 

Then there was that Indo-Persian 
Ispahan that caused him so much ef- 
fort before it was found. He had to 
ravel 41,000 miles, circling the globe 
nearly twice, before he found it. On 
his second trip around the earth he 
was hot on its trail. Rangoon was 
ransacked in vain. Then Benares, 
Agra, Delhi and Jaipur, far off in the 
heart of Rajputama. He endured oc- 
casional hunger, fatigue and all the 
hardships of sudden extremes of tem- 
perature, but the treasure still evaded 
him. He reached Bombay. On the 
very day that he was to sail away from 
the city he received a note from a Per- 
sian acquaintance inviting him to his 
home for tea. Mr. Ballard accepted 
the invitation. Tea finished, they went 
into the house, and there, spread out 
on the floor, was the one rug he want- 
«d more than anything else in the 
world! His host was a very wealthy 
man, but in view of Mr. Ballard’s great 
efforts to find it, consented to part 
with the rug. 

And there was that rare piece of rug 
he discovered and acquired quite by 
chance in a shop in Asia. He 
was bargaining with an Armenian 
dealer over a carpet, but was unable 
to come to terms. He was about to 
walk out of the shop when the deal- 
er's dog strolled up to him. It was 
a mangy-looking creature, wearing & 
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sort of blanket made of a dirty and 
stained piece of old carpeting. The 
American stooped to pat the dog and 
then spoke to the dealer. 

“I like -this dog,’ he said. “I'll 
buy him from you, just as he is, if 
you'll name a price.” 

The Armentfan named his price. Bal- 
lard paid it, picked up the dog and 
walked out. Once outside, Ballard 
quickly removed the dog's blanket, 
gave the animal to the first person he 
met and went his way. His first ap- 
praisal of that dirty piece of dog blan- 
ket proved correct. When it was 
cleaned and restored he had a smal! 
but authentic example of one of the 
Orient’s rarest weaves.
